German Force Withdrawn 

Across the river from Coblenz, In 
the fortress of Ehrenbreitstein, there 
has been a amall force of Germans, 
but it has been withdrawn, and an 
Ameriean force entered the fortress 
today, following a request to that 
effect from the Qerman authorities. 
The German commandant of the place 
informed the Americans that by to- 
morrow the entire German army, with 
the exception of small detachments of 
guards, would be nine miles from the 
Rhine. 

A bottle thrown from a window by 
a woman at an American soldier has 
been the only overt act of hostility 
reported eo far. 

Sneers and Laughs 

Instead of cringing, or even showing 
deep respect, the population adopt an 
attitude today that found expression. 
in jostling American soldiers on the 
streets and in sneers and Jaughs which 
were only vaguely concealed.

All civillans are 
directed to turn over their firearms to 


the municipal authorities, German 
militamen and discharged soldiers, 
who have been assisting in police 


duties, are discharged by the burgo- 
master’s order, preliminary to turning 
the municipal affairs entirely over to 
the Americans, 

All theatres and restaurants are 
affected by the order Issued yesterday 
directing cafes to close at 11 o'clock. 
These places are forbidden to burn 
Hghts after that hour. Hotels cre also 
affected, but in a lesser degree. Ger- 
man grand opera has been presented 
at the largest theatre here within the 
last few days. The order as to lights, 
it is explained, was necessary because 
of the shortage of coal.

A Seattle dispatch says that 
5,000 men from that city, who en- 
listed in the Canadian forces to 
serve in France before the United 
States entered the war, now find 
themselves in “no man’s land,” Be- 
ing Canadian citizens they have no 
claim upon the Government of the 
United States; and if they reside 
in the United States they must 
sacrifice their claim upon the Ca- 
nadian Government, 

What is evidently meant is that 
the Canadian Government will 
not pay pensions except to sol- 
diers resident in Canada. What- 
ever the reason for such a rule it 
should be suspended in such cases 
as this. Canada accepted the ser- 
vices of these men, and should 
treat them with all the considera- 
tion given to Canadian soldiers. 

To compel them to forego that 
consideration if they wish to live 
with their friends in the United 
States would be merely an instance 
of red tape. The names and num- 
bers of Americans who enlisted in 
Canadian forces are known, To 
continue to them the considera- 
tion of Canadian soldiers or ex- 
soldiers, though resident in the 
United States, would not therefore 
be a concession liable to abuse.

A speaker at the United Grain 
Growers’ convention at Calgary 
criticized the Government’s pro- 
gram for reconstruction as being 
‘‘a way to crawl out of a hole 
without changing anything.’’ In 
so far as the criticism is open to 
question it is upon the ground 
that the Government hasn’t any 
program for reconstruction. 

Apparently the ministers in- 
tend to substitute for a recon- 
structive program a carnival of 
unprecedented expenditure of bor- 
rowed money, in the hope of there- 
by averting or postponing the per- 
iod of depression and creating a 
condition of artificial boom which 
would provide a favorable oppor- 
tunity for going to the country. 


The Gas Company's Threat. 


The gas company have notified 
the city solicitor that they intend 
to apply to the city council, and 
also to the public utilities commis- 
sion, for an increase in the rates 
they propose to charge consumers 
should they ever fulfil their un- 
dertaking to deliver gas in Edmon- 
ton. 

The company have lost no time 
in approaching the new council, 
evidently thinking that the new 
administration may be found 
agreeable to an increase in rates 
which last year’s council would 
not have countenanced. 

The company admit that they 
ean fulfil their agreement with 
the city if they want to, They can, 
they say, order the pipe immedi- 
ately, have it delivered by spring, 
and be ready tosupply gas at 
the beginning of next winter. That 
abolishes the argument that con- 
tinued failure to fulfil the agree- 
ment is because pipe cannot be 
secured, 

The fact that pipe costs more 
now than when the agreement was 
made is not an argument entitling 
the company to an increase in 
rates, The company gave the city 
every sort of assurance the pro- 
moters could think of that they 
would proceed with their enter- 
prise immediately they were given 
the franchise. If by breaking 
their agreement they have lost the 
opportunity to buy pipe at a low- 
er price than is now asked for it, 
they—and not the citizens—should 
suffer the loss. 

The company claim that the 
city council really has no jurisdic- 
tion inthe matter of increased 
rates, and that the utilities com- 
mission may increase the rates if 
they see fit, regardless of the fran- 
chise agreement, If that were to 
be demonstrated to be a fact it 
would invalidate every franchise 
agreement made between a private 
corporation and a municipality in 
the Province of Alberta. It

We ask you to accept the 
ifull crews instead of half the per- 
lsonnel, We cannot feed them and we 
'dread mvre trouble.” This amazing 
request was refused by Admiral Beat- 
ty, . hereupon the German commander 
produced a document for the British 
Admiral to sign, which stipulated that 
the German crews would not be mis- 
treated. 

“Tell them they are coming to Eng- 
land; that will be enough,” Beatty 
replied as he tore up the document, 
| And then the bloodless Trafalgar be- 
| gan, ending in the German ships “be- 
ing fast bound in misery and iron in 
British waters—the tragic semblance 
of a navy which lowt its soul,”

man ships were unarmed and manned 
only by navigating crews, but the navy 
did not take ‘iy chances.

age in other semi-private hands; the 
entire mileage is to be called the Peo- 
ple’s Railway, and absolute (or prac- 
tically absolute) control of the prop- 
erty thus owned by the dear people fe 
to be put into the hands of a aingle 
man, or perhaps three or five or seven 
men, to be called a commissioner or 
commissioners, as the qase may be. 

Today I shall use no names; I want
